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Legion Head Hits 
CIA’s Judgment 

John E. Davis, national 
commander of the Amer- 
ican Legion said yester- 
day the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency “probably 
ought to exercise a little 
better judgment” in its 
selection of intelligence 
and general information 
sources. 

Davis made the com- 
ment in response to a 
question about a three- 
line criticism of the Na- 
tional Students Associa- 
tion, contained in a special 
Americanism Commission 
bulletin at the opening of 
the Legion’s seventh an- 
nual Washington Confer- 
ence. 

“It still is policy,” Davis 
said of a 1963 Legion res- 
olution attacking the NSA 
for campus programs 
which “embrace the im- 
portant lines of the Com- 
munist Party.”
